James York, a Wealthy Anderson 
County Farmer, Meets Death 
At The hands of An Assassin. 


The following, from Lawrence burg, 
appeared in Sunday's Courier-Journal: 
While he lay sleeping at his home, five 
miles southwest of this city. James 
York, one of the wealthiest and best- 
known men of this county, was foully 
murdered some time Friday afternoon 
by unknown parties. He was at home 
alone all day. his niece. Mrs. William 
Wallace, with whom he lived, being 
at the county fair. Upon her return 
late in the afternoon she found her 
aged kinsman lying on his couch with 
the top of his head blown off, and his 
left arm. which was under his head, 
torn to pieces. Death was evidently 
instantaneous, as both loads from a 
shotgun took effect. 

The gun that is supposed to have 
been used is said to be owned by Wil¬ 
liam Birdwhistle. When he left home 
Friday morning for town his gun was 
loaded, and when he returned the house 
had been broken into and both of the 
shells were empty. The shots were 
fired through the door, which was 
slightly ajar, and which shows the 
marks of powder burns. Many theo¬ 
ries have been advanced as to the 
tragedy, but it is still uusolved and 
shrounded in mystery.

New Orleans. Aug. 21.—No better 
gvidence of the fact tkal the visita¬ 
tion of mosquito fever is not only be¬ 
ing controlled here but that there Is 
a chance for its eradication can be 
found than in the daily reports of 
cases and deaths. For several days 
now the number <*f new cases has 
shown g decline, while the number of 
deaths have l»een remarkably lower, 
considering the number of cases re¬ 
ported a week ago. The death list In¬ 
dicates that practically every case 
that develops is not being reported 
and that means that the modem meth¬ 
od of treatment to prevent spread Is 
being applied. When that condition 
1* assured the end of visitation is m 
sight and It looks as if that condition 
is- approaching. Comparisons with 
the visitation of 1878 show that there 
Is no reason for alarm in the present 
Instance. They prove that the disease 
Is being controlled. They also indi¬ 
cate that if it had not been checked 
and controlled at the time that it was 
the epidemic this year would have 
been as serious as that \>f 1878.
